Typhoid In North Red Deer 


Several eases of typhoid fever de- 
velopcd in North Red Deer afew 
days ago, and Medical Health Officer 
Collison and the Provincial Health 
Inspector made a close inspection. 
Four cases were reported in one 
house, all young men, and two of 
them are very sick. The disease was 
located in a filthy outhouse and oa 
well. Stringent measures were taken 
to destroy all germs by burning and 
burying. The Medical Health Officer 
requests great care at this time of 
year, and asks that a proper recep- 
title be used to hold all slops, and 
that great care be taken to. cover 
up any filth thrown on the ground. 
No slops should be thrown in’ the 
lanes or back yards, as it is apt to 
fead to disease.

RED DEER, ALBERTA 
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Synopsis of Canadian North- 
west Land Regulations. 


Any person who is the sole “head 
of a family, -or any male over 18 
years old, may homestead a quater 
section of available Dominion land 
in Manitoba, Saskatchewan’ or Alber- 
ta. The applicant must appear in 
person at the Dominion Lands Agen- 
cy or Sub-agency for the district. 
Entry by proxy maybe made at any 
agency, on certain conditions, by 
father, mother, son, daughter, broth- 
er or sister of intending homesteader. 

Duties.—Six months’ residence up- 
on and cultivation of the land in 
each.of three years. A homesteader 
may live within nine miles of his 
homestead“6n a farm of at least 80 
acres, solely owned and occupied by 
him or by his father, mother, son, 
daughter, brother or sister. 

In certain districts a homesteader 
in good standing may preempt a 
quarter-section alongside his home- 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 

Duties.—Must reside upon the 
homestead or pre-emption six months 
in each of six years from date of 
homestead entry ‘including the time 
required to earn homestead patent) 
and cultivate fifty acres extra. 

A homesteader who has exhausted 
his homestead right and cannot ob- 
tain a pre-emption may enter for a 
purchased homestead in certain dis- 
tricts. Price $3.00 per adre. Duties. 
—Must reside six months in each of 
three years, cultivate fifty acres and 
erect a house worth $300.00.

Engineer Dawe Gives His 
Opinions . 


At the Council meeting Monday 
evening of last week [ngineer Dawe 
submitted tho following report as, to 
giving water to the higher levels of 
the town. Owing to the state of the 
financial market, the Council con- 
cluded to wait a little while before 
going seriously into the proposition. 

To the Commissioners, 

Town of Red Der. + 

Sirs,—Pursuant to a meeting re 
cently held in the office of Mr. R. B. 
Welliver, at which were present the 
Commissioners, the representative of 
the Western Gencral. Electric Co. and 
ourselves, and at which was discuss- 
ed the erection of an elevated tank 
on the site already purchased’ for 
that purpose by the town; the regu- 
lation of pressures also being  dis- 
cussed to some extent. We were in- 
structed, in the absence of suflicient 
information, to obtain the necessary 
details for an intelligent investiga- 
tion, and we were further instructed 
tu hold another interview with the 
Western General ileetric Co., come 
tu some conclusion, and = report to 
you. 

We have had an interview with the 
Western General Mleetric Co. and beg 
to report as follows = 

1. The proposed site for an clevat- 
ed tank, in our opinion, is not as 
suitable and as central as it) might 
be. One objection, although of no 
practical significance, is its proxim- 
ity to the cemetery ; the other and 
mure important objection is that in 
future it not only will be necessary 
to supply domestic pressure to High- 
land Park, Inglewood and Hillsboro, 
but also to the newer | subdivisions 
south of the town as well as to the 
already somewhat important sub: 
division known as Red Deer West. A 
tank erected on the high land south 
of the town would be more central 
to all above mentioned districts and 
the location for elevation just as 
suitable. We would recommend it 
possible that a new site be purchased 
somewhere in the vicinity we have 
indicated. 

2.—It was concluded at the meet- 
ing mentioned that the ideal solu- 
tion to the problem of supplying 
proper pressures to the higher level- 
of Red Veer as well as a gravity 
pressure to the down town. district 
would be by erecting not only an 
elevated tank of about 100,000 gal- 
lons capacity but also a storagy 
reservoir of * some 250,000 gallons 
capacity.

General Electric Co., and by means 
of a substation, pumping from the 
reservoir into the elevated tank 
against a similar head, namely 
about 40 tbs. pressure. The pressure 
from the reservoir would be neces: 
sary to only pump from the sub- 
station the amount of water requir- 
ed for domestic uses on the higher 
levels and by means of proper valves 
the sub-station could furnish _ fire 
protcetion for the down town dis- 
trict by pumping against a lesser 
head by half of that which is re- 
quired at present. 

We believe that the second method 
outlined, namely, that the reservoir 
and sub-pumping station would be in 
the end most satisfactory on acconnt 
of the elimination of pumping 
against high head and the advantag- 
es gained by storage of a consider- 
able amount of water which would 
be available at any time. While the 
town may financially be incapable o 
carrying out this project in full, we 
would advise that whatever is done 
be toward that end. For instance 
the tank could be erected possibly 
this year and the reservoir installec 
at some future date.

The cost of the elevated tank) wil 
be, as already indicated to you 
about 410,009, including foundation 
The installation of a reservoir of th 
capacity we Bave mentioned would 
cost approximately $2500.

Letter From the West 


Imployment of White Womea — by 
Orientals is a Case for Social Re- 
formers to take up. 


Montreal, Aug. 30.—The employ- 
ment of white female labor by Chin- 
ese is a matter dealt with in a 
communication received by Rev. T. 
I. Bourke, Seeretary of the United 
Methodist Social and Moral Reform 
Committees of this city from Rev. T. 
Albert Moore, general secretary of 
the Social and Moral Reform Depart- 
ment throughout Canada. Dr. Moore 
forwarded a copy of a letter written 
by a prominent citizen of Saskatoon 
n which the writer refers to this 
natter of female labor in) Chinese 
astablishments as constituting a 
grave moral peril. 

MEET SAD FATE. 

“Through the three prairie Pro- 
virtees and British Columbia,’’ he 
says, “‘these Oriental almond-eyced 
anthropoids own a large proportion 
of our eating houses, and are found 
working side by side with white 
women in almost al} of our hotels 
ind restaurants. In Western Canada 
our sisters, even our mothers, are 
working under these harpies and with 
them for sixteen and sometimes as 
nany as eighteen hours a day. To 
my certain knowledge many of them 
afterwards go down into the under- 
world to suffer a fate worse than 
leath. You who make a business of 
combating socigl evils must take 
this one into consideration specdily, 
“ach day's delay means scores of 
Canadian women lost) to decency, 
ind shames our country in the eyes 
of all moral nati -ns.”’ 

Rev. T. FF. Bourke is of the opin- 
ion that social reformers should face 
the question of encouraging China- 
men to bring their wives by lowering 
the tax or barring thom altogether, 
He told a story of having a China- 
man come to him some months ago 
with a fine looking Engli.h-speaking 
irl to be married. He did not 
perform the marriage and both par- 
ties left. in great disappointment.

Suck! smug complacency as 
this purile humor would suggest ill 
becomes any public man, let alone a 
Premier, when such conditions exist 
generally as are to be found from 
ten miles this side of Sylvan Lake to 
the junction of the Clearwater and 


the North Saskatchewan. Some day 
the men who travel the roads and 


flounder into and out of the bottom- 
less holes, which the Premier treats 
with such gentle banter, will put 
him and his party in one not made 
of mud, but of public opinion and 
judgment, out of which not all the 
King's horses will be able to pull 
him. Any man who dare speak 
lightly on such a question, which to 
so many settlers is only grave. if not 
tragic, is not by nature suited to be 
the ruler of the people, and should 
peddle his slender jokes elsewhere 
than in the office of a statesman. 
The farmer's horses are down 
and his” rigs are broken, while 
his family either have to stand the 
needless strain of travel, or stay at 
home because they cannot, and the 


conditions back of these effects are 
no fit subject for jesting. 
On the way in we pulled a_ spent 


team out of one of the Premier's pet 
mud holes and, by a singular cotnci- 
dence, on our return trip, we per- 
formed the same task for a German 
homesteader who, more than once, 


has waited on our appetite in’ the 
Impire Cafe, Calgary. 
We discovered a really fine cheese 


while at Sylvan Lake, and cornered 
all we could get of it, which, unfor- 
tunately, was no great quantity. 
This cheese is made at home by a 
modest man of Swiss nationality by 
the name of Hulieman. Mr. Hulie- 
man made cheese in Switzerland for 
ten years, and for four years in 
Italy, and is a prince of the cheese- 
makers’ craft. We understand that 
he made cheese for the factory at 
the Lake for two years, the red 
Cheddar kind. We venture to sug- 
gest that had the raw material been 
available in proper quantity and 
in right condition, and the line of 
cheese made which this man now 
makes privately, the fame of Sylvan 
Lake would have been established. 


Sylvan Lake was all and more than 
we had heard. Beautiful and charm- 
ing are words so often used in a 
wrong connection that they have lost 
edge, but until some fertile man of 
letters shall strike a new phrase or 
coin a new word, we will borrow 
them for a description. The season 
at the Lake has been a bad one, but 
such beauty of wood and water is 
bound to come to its own when once 


the railway is in regular operation. 
Hotels, business and the boatman 
have all been forlorn hopes through 


the bad seasons of the past two 
years, but all ought to see the silver 
lining with the coming of the Pull- 
man. We sincerely hope so. 

It struck us that Red Deer people 
—the leading business men and citi- 
zens--need to identify themselves 
more closely with and to give great- 
er support to the Lake as a resort. 
Good relations of a business nature 
can be materially encouraged by a 


tloser sovial relation. There is not 
only a good trade between the Lake 
and Red Deer, but there is a large 
trade from” settlers to the west. 
These conditions will be somewhat 
disturbed when the railway is in 
regular running order. Of course the 
past season has been a bad one on 


account of the condition of — the 
roads. 

We would like to call attention to 
a new type of architecture to be scen 
in North Red Deer. We refer to 
a house built by a French gentle- 
man, Mr. Reverend, who bias been in 
Red Deer for a year. We wish thi- 
neat little house was on the south 
side of the river so that it could be 
seen to better advantage. We refer 
to it because it is, we believe, a 
strictly new type. It is finished on 
thts outside in cement of a neat grey 
tone, showing beams in cement of a 
white color. It is both durable and 
beautiful. The foundation is an ex- 
cellont example of rubble stone work. 
Here is a modest citizen from France, 
direct, who is not only a carpenter, 
but an expert in stone work and in 
cement, and extremely artistic in 
hoth of the latter at least. So in 
this new country, all parts of the old 
bring their tribute, and to every use- 
ful craft and to every honest man we 
Lid a hearty welcome.

How's this for a local instance of 
the cost of living? A load of wood 
costs $1.50 at the Great West) Lum- 
ber yard, and is a good trade.

of coal arrived with two horses, one

kindling. A neighbor got the same 
sized load two blocks farther over 
the hill for $2.25, throwing in his 
help in loading and unloading. If 
such oa difference exists amongst 
teamsters, we will soon have to ask 
the town to regulate the teamster's 
tariff or sulymit the matter to the 
Hague Tribunal for arbitration.

Clarke, of Edmonton, thought 
there ought to be places where a 
man or woman guilty of indiscre- 
tions or accidents or wrongdoing due 
to environment, circumstance or acci- 
dent, could be taken care of and not 
be mixed with ordinary criminal 
cases. 

Another resolution adapted asking 
the government to amend the public 
health act, to provide that where any 
municipality cares for an indigent or 
a person suffering from any form of 
sickness who belongs to and is ordi- 
narily resident: in another municipal- 
ity that the town caring for such 
sick person should be able to collect 
from the town to which the patient 
ordinarily belongs. 

Other resolutions were as follows - 

“That the legislature be asked -to 
amend the town act so that in case 
the defendant cannot or will not pay 
his fine under conviction for a breach 
of the by-laws, he may be imprison- 
ed for default, or his property, if 
any, seized for payment of said fine 
and costs.” 

“That the government be asked to 
so amend the Town Act that the 
optional commissioner system of gov- 
ernment be extended to cover all 
public utilities and public works own- 
ed and operated by towns.” 

“That the motor vehicles act be 
amended so that the intention of the 
act be made more explicit regarding 
the powers of municipalities to 
license motor liveries.’ 

“That the executive interview the 
government in regard to new. city 
bill! and ascertain, if possible, what 
the intentions of the government are 
in this regard, and if a new model 
city bill is to be brought before the 
legislature, that the executives of 
each city be advised and furnished at 
the earliest possible date with a 
eopy of the proposed bill.’

Force of Public. Opinion 
Will Compel a Reduction 


Christian Guardian, in Vigor- 
ous Pronouncement on 
Proposed C. P. R. 

Bond Issue 


The Christian Guardian makes the 
following vigorous pronouncement on 
the new C.P.R. bond issue : 

Has the country any right to a 
voice in regard to the proposed issue 
of = $60,000,000 of Canadian Pacific 
Railway Co. bonds? This scems to 
be a pretty live question in Canadian 
¢ireles just now, and opinions differ 
widely. On the other hand, it is 
urged that the C.P.R. has a perfcet 
right to issue any amount of bonds 
which its management deem — neces- 
sary, for the successful operation and 
extension of the road, and if it 
chooses tu distribute this new stock, 
which has a market value of about 
$270 per share, to its stockholders at 
$170 per share, it has a perfeet right 


to do so. But others point to the 
provisions of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway Act, which give to the 


Dominion Government the right to 
order a reduction of rates whenever 
the railway net revenue shall exceed 
ten per cent. upon the capital actu- 
ally expended ino the construction of 


the railway. The company is in a 
very prosperous state, At the time 
of its last annual report it fad 


$10,000,000 invested i n government 
securities, had $34,000,000 cash on 
hand, had another $34,(00,000 still 
duc as deferred payments on land 
already sold, and it) still) retains 
11,000,000 acres of land worth  con- 
siderably over $150,000,9°0. Tt paid 
its shareholders 7 per cent. straight 
dividend last year and 34 per cent. 
as oa dividend from sources other 
than) railroading, principally from 
land sales. Is it any wonder that 
people are curious as to why — it 
needs this extra tritle of $60,000,000 
bond issue, which at present: market 
rates would be worth $164,400,000, 
but which it will hand over to its 
stockholders for $102,000,000,  prae- 
tically making them a present of 
some — $50,000,000) or = $60,000,000? 
And yet the government will be 
loth to refuse its Consent to — the 
bond issue, and probably equally 
loth to order a reduction in railway 
rates. However, it is possible that 
in order to still the popular clamor 
the C.P.R. may voluntarily mak 
some reduction in itswestern rates. 
There seems to be no doubt that ii 
it does not do so voluntarily at this 
time, it will shortly be compelled to 
do st by the foree of a public opin- 
ion which has become so strong that 
no government shall be able to re- 
sist it.

BORDEN THRILLS COUNTRY|TWO HUNDRED MILLION 


BY Hid. STATEGSMANGHIF 


Ottawa Witnesses Most En- 
thusiastic and Splendid 
Banquet Ever Held. 


BRITISH BLOOD WILL TELL IN ANY CRISIS - 


Ottawa, Sept. 10.—The most elab- 
orate function of its kind ever held 
in Ottawa was the banquet tendered 
at the Chateau Laurier last night to 
the Right Hon. R. L. Borden, who 
tiad as his hosts the Conservative 
association of Ottawa. The magnifi- 
cent dinner hall was filled with 
nearly 500 guests, and there would 
have been 500 more if the aceqmmo- 
dation had been greater. 

The prime minister was afforded a 
striking indication of the great 
esteem in which he is held by his 


party in the capital and of their 
fidelity to himself and lis govern- 
ment. 

Mr. Borden's utterance was a 


cleancut and concise reference in 
general terms to the ,greatness of the 
country and the political responsi- 
bilities which attach to its govern- 
ment, coupled with impressive — re- 
membrances of his expericnces in the 
motherland. 
ENPRESSES DEEP 
APPRECIATION. 

“What shall I say,’’ asked Mr. 
Borden at the outset, ‘‘to a welcome 
such as this? I should be less than 
human if I did not appreciate it from 
the bottom of my heart. From the 
time we were awakened at Rimouski 
by the fireworks until we arrived at 
Ottawa this evening the welcome has 
been more than any man could de- 
sire, and all that any man can ap- 
preciate. Further, let me say that 
most sincerely did I appreciate the 
welcome by our fellow citizens of the 
province of Quebec. 

“1 have not come to make in any 
sense a party speech,”’ said Mr. Bor- 
den. “f deeply appreciate the in- 
tensely kind welcome given me by 
the Wiberal-Conservatives of this 
city and country, but [ rceognize at 
the time that Liberals as well as 
Liberal-Conservatives joined in the 
cordiality of this welcome. 1 fully 
believe that the rank and file of the 
Liberal party are just as earnestand 
loyal and patriotie for the welfare of 
our dominion as any citizens of the 
country. Canadians are all working 
for a common end—the good of all 
Canadians. 

THE EMPIRE'S CAUSE. 

“Sir George Reid spoke of Imper- 
ial obligations, and touched upon 
matters of the greatest import. Let 
me say that on the other side we 
were received with every possible 
frankness and courtesy. We had the 
privilege with other ministers of the 
crown of being in council with the 
statesmen of the old land. We were 
admitted to the very Arcana imper- 
jal; yes, into the very secrets of 
the empire. We discussed questions 
of the greatest importance, and it is 
not for me to make any special an- 
nouneement beyond that already giv- 
en to the press. 

“Every thinking man knows that 
the very existence of the empire 
depends on the security of the paths 
across the seas. When one considers 
the vast areas of empire stretched 
across the seas one cannot but be 
impressed by the greatness of the 
problem that confronts the dom- 
inions of the empire. But T think 
that the races which have built up 
the empire will not be distressed, 
but stimulated by the greatness of 
the task. é 

BRITAIN IS NOT DYING. 

“Those who think that the great 
mother of nations is dead or dying 
are mistaken. The people of Britain 
are of the same sturdy stock that 
has built up the empire, and I am 
sure that if peril should come, those 
of the British race will be as true to 
their trust and firm to defend their 
ideals as their forefathers were of 
old. And that is saying a great 
deal. 

“It may not be amiss to say that 
the influence of this great dominion 
and the other dominions of the em- 
pire will always be for peace in a 
peaceable way. 

“It is nota cheerful prospect af- 
ter 2,000 years af progress of 
Christianity that two great Chris- 
tian nations should be devoting so 
much of their thoughts and strength 
to means of mutual destruction. But 
so long as these conditions prevail, 
we should be in a position to defend 
ourselves. At the same time I be- 
lieve that the British race, where 
ever its members live, will stand pre- 
pared to do its duty and will do 
it.” 

TOAST TO AUSTRALIA. 

A graceful compliment was paid by 
the guest of honor to Sir George 
Reid, Australian high commissione: 
to London, when he ask-d at the 
outset to be allowed to change — the 
order of proecedings, and after ob 
taiming permission, propesed a toast 
to “Our Great Sister Dominion 
Australia.”

eulozizing the esteem in) which the 
prime minister is held) in’ London 
To the toast ‘‘The Cahinet,"’ pro 
poscd by Mr. J. A. Elis, M.L.A.

“Let reasen, not ungoverncd by 
emotion, dictate the manner — and 
degree of their sharing the common 
tasks of the empire.

“High as Mr. Borden has already 
rlaced himself among statesmen ol 
the empire by what he has said and 
did during his recent visit, he raised 
himself vet higher in the Old) Coun- 
try's regard by his speech at Otta- 
wa,’ declares the Daily Telegraph, 
Mnionist, continuing = “We are far 


from thinking it strange that the 
Canadian premier should have re-

A very great danger menaces this 
whole continent in the enormous 
increase of the Eastern” reliious 
movement which began in the year 
of the World's Fair at Chicago.
